For new schools, safety center 


Exclusive approval

esidents voted themselves a $45-million tax increase 
R rents in the interest of building two new schools and a 
public safety center. 

Officials say the safety-center approval means the town will 
not have to cut positions or services to pay to build the center. 

“They (the schools and safety center) went together and that’s 
what we wanted,” says Diane Hender, one the key figures in the 
coalition of parents, police officers, firefighters and teachers that 
pushed for approval of both projects. “It was very important that 
we got the funding and we needed everybody for that to happen.” 

“This is a big sigh of relief. It’s a significant win for the town, 
for the taxpayers, for the services we provide,” says Town 
Manager Buzz Stapcezynski. 

“T didn’t know how the people would vote,” says Superinten- 
dent Claudia Bach. “We’re thrilled with everyone who voted for 
the children. The children are already here, as I’ve said before, 
and now we have the schools for them.” 

The tightest vote was for Question 1, funding for the new 
safety center. 

Although the safety center was going to be built regardless of 
the outcome, the “yes” vote means Andover will pay for the pro- 
ject by raising property taxes above the limit set by Proposition 2 
1/2. A “no” vote would have required officials to pay for the pro- 
ject out of annual operating budgets for the next 20 years. 

Question 1 was approved by less than 150 votes, 2,361-2,218. 

The most convincing vote was for Question 2, the two new 
schools, which won by 2,904-1,682, a margin Town Manager Buzz 
Stapcezynski described as record-breaking. 

“T think there was some real good momentum going on with 
the schools because of Town Meeting, and the publicity going 
into Town Meeting,” says Stapczynski. “However, we had the 
same thing six years ago (when another school debt exclusion 
was approved). We had Town Meeting and we had a debt exclu- 
sion vote and it was a lot closer.

Plucking talent 


Violin strings tie two 
communities together 


Dan Mason, a freshman at 
Andover High School, gives up a 
couple hours of his free time on 
Friday afternoons to help young 
children in Lawrence make 
music. 

Mason, who has played the 
cello since the third grade, is one 
of a handful of Andover High stu- 
dents who devote some time each 
week to a violin music program 
at the Community Day Charter 
School in Lawrence — the result 
of a partnership between two 
communities. 

Although he’s been a part of 
this program for only a month or 
two, Mason has already become 
attached to his “students” and 
can see the positive response. 

“These kids really enjoy doing 
this,” he said. 

Mason said he sees lots of 
potential in these children, espe- 
cially the ones who give him the 
most challenge. , 

He’s come to look forward to 
those two hours when he passes 
on his knowledge about music. 

“It’s one of the highlights of 
my week,” said Mason, who is 
also a member of the North Shore 
Youth Orchestra. 

The program's first big concert 
took place Sunday, May 21, at the 
Free Christian Church on Elm 
Street in Andover. Exceeding 
expectations, more than 200 peo- 
ple showed up, said Marcia Lier. 

Lier, a Lawrence — school 


teacher who is one of the forces 
behind the program, calls the 
group’s first big concert a posi- 
tive experience, with a “great 
mix of people.” 

Thirty Lawrence youngsters 
were involved in the concert, in 
addition to five Andover High 
School students. 

That number is a far cry from 

last year, the first year of the 
violin program, when there were 
only three children involved, she 
said. 
. Lier said she was inspired to 
bring the music program to 
Lawrence by her music trainer 
and friend Trudy Larson, execu- 
tive director of the North Shore 
Youth Orchestra. 

She remembers Larson saying 
that music education helps those 
who struggle in academics to 
thrive.

Memorial Day bronzed for four heroes 


But this week, Milne and a trio of 
fellow World War II veterans will 
have no choice but to talk. 

On Memorial Day, nearly 55 years 
after the war ended, Milne and 
Andover residents Robert Pustell, 
Sebastiano (Ned) Spoto and Bruno 
Skiba will receive a long-deserved 
honor as part of Andover’s holiday 
ceremonies. 

They'll receive Bronze Stars for 
meritorious achievement in ground 
combat in the European Theater of 
Operations during World War II. 

If it were up to them, of course, 
they’d receive the Stars more quietly. 

Take Milne, for instance. Though 
obliging enough personally, he isn’t 
too interested in talking with the 
press. 

He’d prefer we speak with the 
other three bronze medal recipients. 
Or talk about Company C, 27lst 
Infantry Regiment, 69th Division. 

“The main thing is, who I served 
with, the division,” he says. 

He’d rather I didn’t tell you about 
how, just two weeks before Germany 
surrendered and only two days 
before his area of Germany was 
secure, he was torn apart by shrap- 
nel. He’d rather I didn’t talk about 
the damage to his leg, shoulder, neck 
and back.

Dismissed therapists question move to agency 


Editor, Townsman: 

We are writing as two of the occupa- 
tional therapists who were summarily 
“dismissed” (i.e., fired) on May 10 by Dr. 
Cheri Webb, the special education direc- 
tor for the Andover Public Schools. At the 
outset, we want to note that we have been 
impressed and have enthusiastically sup- 
ported the efforts by the superintendent 
of schools, Dr. Claudia Bach, to ensure 
that Andover has one of the best school 
systems in the Commonwealth and, more 
recently, on the building initiative to 
address the overcrowding problem in the 
schools. 

However, by this letter, we simply 
want to address some of the issues raised, 
by Dr. Bach, in the Townsman article on 
May 18, and -correct some inaccurate 
statements (perhaps unintentional) made 
by her. 

Again, on Wednesday, May 10, we both 
were fired from our jobs without warning 
or cause. We have worked for the school 
system for a combined nine years (seven 
and two years, respectively). 

Like all of the other occupational 
therapists, we worked as_ contract 
employees. None of us had any idea of 
what was going to happen last week; 
that our jobs were at risk; that there 
were concerns as to the services which 
the Bach is quoted as saying that it is 
likely that none of the occupational 
therapists will lose their jobs and/or 
that we would have priority in secur- 
ing jobs at the agency. In fact, a number 
of calls to the agency by our colleagues 
have confirmed that the school system 
and the agency intend to replace the 
seven fired occupational therapists with 
two licensed therapists and two therapy 
assistants. It is likely that none of the 
occupational therapists will return next 
fall. 


Dr. Bach’s comments to the contrary, 
it is apparent that, at a time when the 
schools are expanding their space to 
accommodate the needs of an ever- 
increasing school population (including 
an ever-increasing school population 
with special needs requiring occupation- 
al therapy), the school system actually 
intends to reduce the number qualified 
therapists. In fact these very therapists 
are best qualified to treat the educational 
challenges presented by these special- 
needs children. It would appear that, in 
doing so, the school system is embarking 
on a misguided attempt to save money 
and balance the school budget on the 
backs of the special needs children of this 
town. 

After being fired from the jobs we love, 
of course we were saddened for our- 
selves. But, we were also saddened for 
the wonderful teachers and principals 
with whom we have been fortunate to 
work, for the parents who struggle to help 
their children succeed in the face of great 
difficulties and, most of all for the chil- 
dren whom we, and all of the other occu- 
pational therapists, enjoy helping. 

In this increasingly impersonal world, 
where the “bottom-line” takes prece- 
dence over all else, we were naive enough 
to feel that the school system would rec- 
ognize the loyalty and commitment 
which we brought to our jobs, as we 
believed it was important to give that 
back to the children, to the parents and to 
our town. 

We were wrong.

Heroes remember those who gave everything in WW II 


He’d prefer to keep it simple. 

“There was an artillery shell right 
about where that chair is at the end of 
the table,” says Milne, pointing to a few 
feet away. “We shook hands.” 

But why do Milne, and so many other 
WW II veterans, keep quiet about their 
stories? 

“Psychologists will have to figure that 
out. It as a queer habit that that era had, 
kind of, ‘Keep your troubles to yourself 
and go to work,” says Milne. 

I'm no psychologist, but it seems to 
me the veterans feel embarrassed to 
receive praise for what they gave, when 
so many of their friends gave their lives. 

“You see so many guys who didn't 
come out of there, so you try to keep 
yourself from complaining too much,” 
says Milne. 

That’s why so many older veterans 
also attend every Memorial Day service 
they can. 

“IT know why I’m there. It’s paying 
respect to those who should be remem- 
bered,” says Milne. 


And then he actually shares a lengthy 
story. 

“Our division has a reunion every 
year. We had a chaplain,” he says. 

One year, the chaplain said a prayer. 

He called on all the men to stop and 
think about the day they came home 
from the war and met their family and 
loved ones. 

“lf I think about it, I can almost 
remember it exactly,” says Milne of the 
prayer. “(The chaplain said) ‘Let's 
remember our departed friends who 
never got a chance to share that love.” 

Then the chaplain told them to think 
about the women they married and the 
families they started. 

“Again,” the chaplain said, “that’s a 
love our friends never got to share.” 

Finally, the chaplain asked the men to 
think about their grandchildren. “That’s 
the greatest joy of our life, and they never 
got to share that love,” he said. 

“So every day you're driving around 
town and see that flag, take a minute to 
stop and pray for those guys who never 


got a chance to love,” the chaplain said. 

“T thought it was beautiful,” says 
Milne. “I thought it was the nicest 
thought about what a memorial was.” 

You can bet Milne will be thinking 
about that tribute this Monday. 

He won't be interested in receiving a 
lot of praise for his Bronze Star. He 
won't want to hear about how much he 
gave for his country. He won't be too 
interested in talking. 

But Alex Milne — and Robert Pustell, 
Ned Spoto and Bruno Skiba — deserve 
their Bronze Stars. They deserve whatev- 
er tribute Andover can muster. 

It’s the least the town can do. Even if 
the four old soldiers insist Andover 
honor them quietly and save the 
speeches, salutes and sentimental 
tributes for those who gave the greatest 
sacrifice of all.

Ducey: A crime not to finish 


Ducey spent five years at 
Northern Essex working 
towards a liberal-arts degree 
with a concentration in jour- 
nalism. She has served as a 
reporter and editor of the 
school newspaper, the Observ- 
er. 

“T've come so far with the 
support of friends and people 
at Northern Essex. I really 
wanted to finish school and 
graduate,” Ducey said. 

Life and school became diffi- 
cult for Ducey after her hus- 
band relocated to Texas, leav- 
ing Ducey to raise two kids 
and earn her degree. 

“At first it was hard because 
I was an older woman juggling 
family and school. I signed up 
for Journalism 1 and started 
writing articles for the paper. 
Once I started, I became 
hooked. My life was in a real 
slump and I needed some- 
thing,” Ducey said. 

Last September, Ducey 
landed a part-time job as a 
crime reporter at The Eagle- 
Tribune. 

“T’ve been running around 
like a lunatic all semester. | 
took four classes, worked at 
the Tribune and at the same 
time my elderly parents moved 
in with me. I became discour- 
aged and wanted to quit 
school, but that thought was 
even more disturbing because 
I’ve come so far,” Ducey said. 

Now that graduation day 
has come and gone, Ducey

Despite some recent discouraging 
words from the courts, Angelica Rotsart, 
the first girl to play high school baseball 
in the state, is confident that she will play 
baseball again. 

“I hope it will be next year with the 
Andover High (boys) varsity team. If not, 
I'd like to play with a pro team someday,” 
the Andover High sophomore said. 

Angelica and her family got bad news 
last Wednesday when Lawrence Superior 
Court Judge Nancy Merrick announced 
that she is leaning toward dismissing the 
16-vear-old’s suit against the town of 
Andover and the Massachusetts Inter- 
scholastic Athletic Association (MIAA) 
for preventing her from playing on the 
junior-varsity team this spring. It will be 
several weeks before Judge Merrick 
makes her final decision. 

Andover, like most Massachusetts 
high schools, does not have a girls base- 
ball team, although girls play in Andover 
Little League until the age of 12. When 
they get to high school, girls are offered 
softball instead. MIAA rules dictate that 
girls may play on a high school boys base- 
ball team only if the school does not have 
a softball team for girls. 

Andover has a winning softball team 
this year, but Angelica said she prefers 
baseball. 

“It’s a better game, I'm used to it and 
I'm good at it. I've played on boys teams 
all my life,” she said. 

In fact, Angelica has played on boys 
teams since she was 8.

judge allowed her to play with the boys 
freshman team without a tryout. Angeli- 
ca, a well-spoken student-athlete, said it 
was a great experience. She played first 
base in 17 of the team’s 20 games and 
became the first girl to play high school 
baseball in Massachusetts. 

“! had no problems with the guys on 
my team or any of the opposing teams,” 
she said, although the media attention 
was a distraction. “Even guys from the 
other teams came up to me and said, 
‘That's real cool, what your are doing.’ 
And my coach (Richard T. Robinson) was 
great, so supportive.” 

This winter, the Andover school 
department and the MIAA allowed her to 
try out for the junior varsity team, but 
she didn’t make the team. She and her 
family claimed she didn’t receive a fair 
tryout, and believe she was cut because 
she is a girl, not because of her ability. 
They went to court again. 

“T feel I had an unfair tryout. I was the 
only starter from last year’s team who 
didn’t make it,” she said. 

Angelica’s lawyer, Joseph Fitzgibbons 
of Methuen, said he and Angelica will 
continue to fight the case based on gender 
discrimination and the separate but 
equal rule. They are fighting for her right 
to try out for Andover High baseball next 
year. 

“The question is, are softball and base- 
ball equal sports?” he asks. “The burden 
is on the town of Andover and the MIAA 
to prove it.” 

He said Massachusetts has much 
stronger gender discrimination laws 


than the federal government, and the 
laws are as strong as federal discrimina- 
tion laws against race. 

“Under federal race laws, the state can- 
not have separate but equal schools. We 
argue that separate but equal sports does 
not satisfy the state’s Equal Rights 
Amendment. It’s basic constitutional 
law,” he said. 

Angelica said she appreciates the sup- 
port she continues to receive from her 
mom and stepdad, Annemarie and 
James Lamb, and her dad, James Rotsart 
of Bristol, R.I. 

“My step-dad told me that if 1 want to 
fight this, he’ll go all the way,” she said. 
“He’s been great. It’s not an inexpensive 
thing to go to court.” 

At five-foot four-inches tall, Angelica is 
a good all-around athlete who skis every 
weekend in the winter and plays indoor 
field hockey as well. She has not sat 
around this spring while the judge pon- 
ders her decision. 

Angelica also played varsity field 
hockey for Andover High and is now 
playing baseball with the Mets team of 
the Andover Senior League for 14 to 16 
year olds. She is the only girl on that- 
team. 

“T love playing field hockey, too, and I 
threw myself into it. Now that I'm think- 
ing about college, I have to be realistic, so 
I’m concentrating on field hockey.” 

She’s proud of herself for fighting the 
baseball fight and feels she is a stronger 
and more compassionate person because 
of it. 

“T was willing to not back down,” she

said, giving an interview before dashing 
off to a Mets game. “People told me not to 
pursue this. Friends and the athletic 
director said, ‘Why not play softball? But 
I didn’t listen to them. Now when I read 
about someone else overcoming obsta- 
cles, I will look at it in a different way 
because it happened to me.”

Michael J. Fox, local doc bank on celebri

In today’s star-dazed world, celebrity status can 
bring a wealth of attention to a cause. This is what 
actor Michael J. Fox, 38, and Dr. Bruce Cook of 
Andover are banking on. 

This week, Fox launched The Michael J. Fox Foun- 
dation for Parkinson's Research, and an accompanying 
Web site at a dinner in Washington, D.C. 

Cook, who performed brain surgery on Fox in 1998 
to alleviate severe tremors the actor was experiencing 
because of Parkinson's Disease, attended the dinner 
and is a contributor to the Web site. 

In 1991. Fox, best know for such roles as Alex P 
Keaton on Family Ties and Marty McFly in the Back to 
the Future movies, was diagnosed with Parkinson's, a 
degenerative brain disease characterized by tremors, 
stiffness and slow, difficult movement. 

This January, the Golden-Globe-winning actor 
announced he would be leaving his hit sitcom, Spin 
City, to dedicate himself to raising research funds to 
combat the disease. His final show was to air last night, 
Wednesday, on ABC. 

Fox’s celebrity status and energy have already lent 
much support to the Parkinson's cause. His lobbying 
efforts have proven successful in raising money for and 
awareness of this disease that afflicts approximately 


one million people, including Muhammad Ali and 
Attorney General Janet Reno. 

“(Fox) can capitalize on his name in a productive 
way,” says Cook, who notes that putting a familiar face 
with the disease helps people relate to it. 

Fox can even use his foundation’s Web site, 
www.michaeljfox.com, as a_ fundraising vehicle, 
reports Cook, who has remained in contact with the 
actor since the surgery. 

“Michael saw the success of John McCain’s (presi- 
dential) campaign to use the Web to raise money,” he 
says. 

Besides fundraising, the Web site will educate the 
public about Parkinson's through various articles 
about the disease. It will also provide links to other 
Parkinson’s-related Web sites. 

Cook. who will continue to contribute articles to the 
Web site, hopes it will cultivate an understanding of 
the disease and its treatments, and pull together many 
Parkinson's organizations to form a consolidated effort 
in educating the public and raising research money. 

He says Fox’s candor about his personal battle with 
the disease has made it abundantly clear that Parkin- 
son’s does not discriminate based on age. 

The largest percentage of Parkinson’s sufferers are 
in their late 50s or 60s, says Cook. He says that the inci-

dence of the disease goes up with each decade of life. 

“Ninety percent are over 40 when they get (Parkin- 
son’s),” he says. Fox, therefore, is in the minority. 

Although there is no known cause or cure for 
Parkinson’s, a variety of treatments are available to 
ease the symptoms. 

In the beginning stages of Parkinson’s, quieting 
symptoms with medication is fairly straightforward and 
effective, says Cook. However, as the disease progresses, 
it becomes more difficult to regulate with medication. 

Surgeries, such as a thalomotomy or a pallidotomy, 
are options for addressing more serious symptoms. In 
Fox’s situation, a thalamotomy was performed by Cook 
to alleviate his most severe tremors. This surgery 
involves identifying and cauterizing the degenerative 
brain cells responsible for the tremors. 

Although much research has focused on medicating 
patients and destroying degenerate brain cells, new 
research is shifting to finding ways to repair damaged 
cells, says Cook. 

Fox is reportedly confident that a cure or effective 
treatment can be found in the next 10 years. 

What’s important in the meantime is that Parkin- 
son’s disease sufferers can live full, satisfying lives for 
decades, says Cook. 

For many, Fox has been a fine example of that.

Detective Sergeant Don Pattullo says the 
man, Stephen Scola, was “known to the family” 
of the child 

Scola. who turned 23 on May 20, was arrested 
at the station May 14 and charged with two 
counts of indecent assault and battery on a child 
under 14 and two counts of rape and abuse of a 
child under 16, for two separate incidents 
involving a 12-year-old. Pattullo said the two 
alleged incidents occurred “over a couple-of- 
months period of time.” 


“The 12-vear-old came to the police station 
with a friend and sat down with Detective 
Charles) Heseltine and myself and told us what 
happened. Then, we got the parents involved,” 
says Pattullo 

‘We spoke with the accused and he admitted 
to being involved with one of the incidents, not 
the other,” says Pattullo. “He admitted to one 
incident, two charges.” 

After a court appearance last Monday, Scola 
was reportedly held on $5,000 bail. 

The other, unrelated incident resulted in a 
Worcester 16-year-old being charged with inde- 
cent assault and battery on a child under 14. The 
victim, a 7-year-old child, was from out of town 
and staying at an Andover hotel. 

“There was a juvenile who was involved 
with a younger kid. The 16-year-old juvenile 
was from Worcester and was arrested out in 
Worcester on a warrant,” says Pattullo.

SMOKING'S EFFECT UPON THE GUMS 

Smokers can add teeth to the list of body parts that their habit 
jeopardizes. A recent study followed the progress of 70 
individuals being treated for advanced periodontal disease. After 
they underwent six to ten appointments to help reduce swelling 
and gum damage, it became evident that the smokers in the 
group were roughly four times more likely to require further work 
than the non-smokers. It is thought that the smokers responded 
SO poorly because smoking limits the growth of blood vessels, 
which slows the healing of damaged gum tissue. As a result 
smokers are at increased risk for tooth loss related to advanced 
gum disease. Quitting the habit eventually brings increased
